William Price, former cou nty sher­ 
iff and city Marshal, d ied in his d ru g 
« tore abou t elev en o’clock this morn­ 
ing a few minu tes after being stru ck 
on the right sid e of the neck by his 
second son, Urbie Price, age twenty - 
« eight y ears, of Fort Way ne, who, to­ 
gether with his wife and d au ghter, 
hav e been v isiting their mother, Mr. 
Price’s first wife, for abou t a week. 
You ng Price is in jail pend ing the 
•ou tcome of the coroner’s inq u est. An 
au topsy was held in Fred Cald well’s 
u nd ertaking parlors this afternoon 
by Coroner A. G. Shau ck, Drs. Low­ 
ell M. Green and Will S. Coleman, to 
d etermine the cau se of Mr. Price’s 
d eath. 
At the conclu sion of the au topsy , 
T>efore going forward with the in­ 
q u est, Dr. Shau ck went to the fair 
.grou nd to find an u nid entified woman, 
who is said to liv e at Newcastle and 
who, it is reported , heard the q u arrel 
between father and son before the 
blow wras stru ck. She was said to be 
the gu est of Mr. and Mrs. Bert Beav ­ 
er. 
Coroner Shau ck intend s to take 
the d eposition of the 
u nid entified 
witness and take u p the work of ex ­ 
amining other witnesses here tomor­ 
row. 
The coroner refu sed to d iv u lge the 
conclu sion 
reached 
following 
the 
au topsy . On this hinges whether any 
charges shall be 
placed 
against 
y ou ng Price, it 
is d eclared . 
It is 
u nd erstood that if the au topsy d e­ 
termined positiv ely that Mr. Price’s 
d eath w*as d u e d irectly to the blow* 
from his son’s fist, a charge of mu r­ 
d er wou ld likely be preferred . 
On the other hand , it is said that 
if the au topsy ind icated that 
the 
d eath was d u e to concu ssion of the 
brain cau sed by the impact with the 
sid ew*alk, a 
manslau ghter 
charge 
wou ld probably be the resu lt. There 
hav e been cases in Ind iana 
where 
d eath w*as cau sed by 
impact with 
something after the person had been 
knocked 
d own, 
and manslau ghter 
w*as the charge. 
The traged y happened in a v ery 
few minu tes. 
Confu sion was on ev ­ 
ery hand after the former cou nty 
and 'City official had been carried in­ 
to the store by the son who stru ck 
the blow, and his y ou ngest son, Bir­ 
ney . 
Some by stand ers 
presu med 
that it was nothing seriou s and went 
on their way . 
Then came the news that he was 
seriou sly hu rt. 
The d oors to the 
store were locked . 
The 
situ ation 
was tense. The information in a few 
minu tes 
trickled ou t 
that he was 
<Iead . 
Peo ple were co nfused a s to wha t 
■ca used Mr. Price’s dea th. Men a t a 
^dista nce ha d seen the blo w struck,

bu t d id not recognize the man as Mr. 
Price’s son. 
People gathered q u ickly . They in­ 
d icated their concern and the 
in­ 
tensity of the situ ation by the 
ex ­ 
pressions of their faces. A traged y 
had ju st been enacted . 
At this moment there marched u p 
Main street from the sou th to 
the 
stead y beat of a d ru m nine band s­ 
men, clad in gau d y u niforms. 
They 
were stationed not fifty feet from the 
point where a 
life had ju st been 
snu ffed ou t, and in a few minu tes the 
air was filled with q he strains 
of 
popu lar mu sic. 
Bu t this d id 
not 
wipe ou t the d istress that was writ­ 
ten on many faces. 
Roscoe La Forge of near New Sa­ 
lem was passing the Price d ru g store 
when the father and son were argu ­ 
ing ou t at the ed ge of the sid ewalk. 
He d id not observ e that either one 
was d emonstrativ e. Ju st as he pass­ 
ed , LaForge say s he heard Mr. Price 
make the following ex clamation: 
“See here, y ou are 
getting too 
smart.” 
With that, Mr. LaForge say s, Will 
Price took hold of his son’s arm and 
shov ed him ou t into the street. 
He 
d id not knock him d own, accord ing 
to Mr. LaForge, bu t shov ed him so 
hard that the boy went ou t onto the 
pav ement at least ten feet. 
Mr. LaForge, after that, natu rally 
w*atched the actions of the two men. 
He sav s there may hav e been more 
w’ord s spoken, bu t that he d id not 
hear any more after that. 
Withou t a w’ord , 
LaForge 
say s, 
the son sprang back at his 
father 
and stru ck him at the right sid e of 
the neck. 
Mr. LaForge said he d id 
not know* who hit Mr. Price, bu t pre­ 
su med , of cou rse, that the man, who­ 
ev er he w*as, w*ou ld strike Mr. Price 
again. 
Instead , he say s, the man stood 
ov er the prone bod y of Mr. Price for 
an instant and then started to lift 
him u p and d rag him into the d ru g 
store. 
The nex t moment, he said , 
more men ran ou t of the d ru g store, 
and they half d ragged and half car­ 
ried the bod y into the store. Birney 
Price, the y ou ngest 
son, and the 
clerk, were in the store. 
Robert Newkirk, 
special police­ 
man, was the first person to arriv e 
after his bod y was carried in, it is 
said . 
George Pearsey , Jabez Smith, R. 
P. Hav ens and Sheriff C. L. Bebou t, 
were stand ing in the sheriff’s office in 
the cou rt hou se. R. P. Hav ens say s 
he saw a man knocked d own by an­ 
other, bu t d id not recognize who it 
was. 
He said the man fell motion­ 
less ju st as if he had been hit in the 
head with an ax . Mr. Hav ens said 
he ex claimed to the sheriff that there 
was a fight in front of Price’s d ru g 
store, and that Sheriff Bebou t ran 
ou t the d oor. 
He say s that he rec­ 
ognized Will Price’s face as he was 
being carried into the store. 
Not many 
people had 
gathered 
when Sheriff Bebou t arriv ed . 
He 
say s that Mr. Price was breathing 
hard . 
Wa t Dy e, specia l po licema n, who 
was the nex t o fficia l to a rriv e, wa s 
>ent by the sheriff fo r a do cto r a nd 
soon 
returned with 
Dr. Fra nk H. 
Grreen. 
Po licema n J o hn Wo lters a r­ 
riv ed a nd the fro nt do o r 
was lo cked 
to keep curio us peo ple o ut. 
Dr. Green said soon after his. ar­ 
riv al that he 
believ ed 
Mr. Price’s 
heart beat once or twice after he was 
at his sid e. 
Dr. Green 
refu sed to 
make a statement of the cond ition of 
Mr. Price as he fou nd him, decla ring 
tha t he wo uld no t ma ke a ny co mment 
wha tev er until a fter he ha d testified

for Hv the fact that so many more 
people come to the fair in au tomo­ 
biles than they once d id .

A battalion of 
cleaners and painters are at work on 
th e wh ite woodwork, windows and 
floor of th e second cabins, wh ich were 
scorch ed and blistered.

29 —In the senate 
a Demo cratic insu rrectio n o v er the 
Inco me tax has p ro bably mad e it nec­ 
essary fo r the Demo cratic senato rs to 
ho ld a cau cu s to co mp o se d ifferences 
and rev ise the am end m ent to m eet o b­ 
jectio ns. 
The tro u ble aro se o v er the d efeat 
o f an am end m ent o ffered by Senato r 
LaFo llette. This am end m ent p ro p o sed 
that a higher tax he imp o sed o n the 
larger inco mes than is carried by the 
bill and that a lo wer o ne be fix ed fo r 
the smaller inco mes. 
Fo llo wing the 
d ebate o n this featu re o f the bill, it 
was said that twenty -sev en o u t o f fifty 
Demo crats in the senate were d emand ­ 
ing that the tax o n the larger inco mes 
be increased . 
Befo re the ro ll call came o n Senato r 
La Fo llette’s amend ment, the Demo ­ 
cratic lead ers p ractically had agreed 
that the tax o n inco mes o f mo re than 
$100,000 shall be 5 p er cent, with an 
increasing rate that will am o u nt to 10 
p er cent o n half a millio n d o llars. The 
p resent rate carried hv the bill o n all 
inco mes o v er $100,000 is hu t 3 p er cent. 
The 
Demo cratic lead ers 
hav e 
also 
p ro mised to giv e serio u s co nsid eratio n 
to the ex p ed iency o f increasing the 
rate o n Inco mes abo v e $20,000. 
Senato r 
La Fo llette’s 
amend ment 
which p ro p o sed a rate starting at 1 
p er cent o n inco mes o f $10,000 and 
amo u nting to 10 p er cent o n inco mes 
o f $100,000, the p ercentage grad u ally 
increasing, was d efeated by a v o te o f 
43 to 17 . 
Senato r Vard aman o f Mis­ 
sissip p i bro ke fro m the Demo crats and 
v o ted fo r the La Fo llette amend ment. 
Snato rs Reed . Ashu rst and Tho mp so n 
stated that they had been assu red that 
the Demo cratic lead ers wo u ld change 
the amend ment, and o n su ch assu r­ 
ance they wo u ld 
v o te against the 
amend ment. 
Senato r 
Williams 
ap ­ 
p eared to be v ery mu ch irritated o v er 
the attitu d e o f the Demo cratic sena­ 
to rs and d eclared that no o ne was au 
tho rized #to giv e assu rances to Demo 
cratic senato rs that the inco me tax 
am end m ent wo u ld be mo d ified in the 
way su ggested , bu t later he ad mitted 
that the m atter wo u ld be reco nsid ered 
TwelVe regu lar Rep u blicans v o ted with 
the Demo crats against the La Fo llette 
amend ment. 
After Senato r La Fo llette’s amend 
m ent had been d isp o sed o f, Senato r 
Bristo w o f Kansas p ro p o sed ano ther, 
which came within six v o tes o f being 
ad o p ted and which co mmand ed all o f 
the Rep u blican su p p o rt. The v o te was 
36 to 30. 
Senato r Bristo w’s am end ­ 
m ent p ro p o sed a grad u ated increase o f 
half o f 1 p er cent o n each $10,000 in­ 
crease o f inco me u p to $100,000. 
Sen 
ato r Bristo w ex p lained that he had 
mad e a carefu l estim ate and fo u nd 
that his am end m ent wo u ld raise the 
same amo u nt o f rev enu e as the esti­ 
mated flo w fro m the Demo cratic bill, 
bu t that it was d istribu ted so that the 
tax wo u ld he heav ier o n inco mes o v er 
$C0 ,000 and lighter o n tho se belo w. 
The regu lar Rep u blicans in the sen 
ate u rged that the ex emp tio n be lo w­ 
ered . 
Senato r To wnsend o f Michigan 
and Senato r Su therland u rged that the 
ex emp tio n be o nly o n inco mes belo w 
$1.500, while Senato r McCu mber p ro ­ 
p o sed an am end m ent to p lace a tax o f 
1-10 o f 1 p er cent o n inco mes o f $1,000, 
increasing it grad u ally u p to I'fa p er 
cent o n inco mes o f $100,000 and o v er. 
This was d efeated witho u t a ro ll call. 
An amend ment o ffered by Senato r No r­ 
ris o f Nebraska p ro p o sed increasing 
the ex emp tio n o n acco u nt o f mino r 
child ren so that it wo u ld allo w $500 
fo r each child . 
At p resent the p ro ­ 
p o sal in the hill is to allo w $500 o n ac­ 
co u nt o f each child u p to a max imu m 
o f $1,000. 
Mr. No rris’s amend ment 
was lo st o n a ro ll call by a v o te o f 27 
to 34.

trainer. 
The Greensburg man finally 
won the race, after having to go tour 
heats, but ever finish was neck and 
neck. 
It is a noteworthy fact

this 
race that all three of the heats Wil­ 
ford G. won were in 2:19%, and the 
lone heat Dukes Mixture 
took 
was 
two seconds fa ste r. Wilford C. drew 
the pole and was never headed 
b y 
Dukes Mixture in the first heat, al­ 
though he did not finish more than 
a length 
ahead 
of 
the 
Rushville 
horse. 
Jones won the second heat by a 
very 
fine 
drive 
down 
the 
home 
stretch. 
He. finished about a neck 
ahead of Rhodes’ horse. 
Wilford G. 
had no difficulty taking 
the 
third 
heat, but H arrie Jones registered a 
kick about the start Clem Miller gave 
him. 
The fourth heat was practi­ 
cally 
a 
repetition 
of 
the 
third, 
only that Jones threatened more. 
The 2:11 pace went 
in 
straight 
heats to Red S., a horse from Harrie 
Jones’ stable and driven hy him. Red 
S. had everything else clearly out­ 
classed. 
There were five entries in 
this race, but two were scratched. 
Sweet Salome, driven by Riley Ne- 
bro, and Dr. Gambetta, 
driven by 
Fred Dagler, got two thirds and two 
fourths each in the 2:14 trot and 
they split third and fourth money be­ 
tween them. 
The same division of 
the money had to be made in the 
2:25 three-year-old 
pace, 
because 
Lottie B., owned and dirven by W. 
C. Brown of liberty, and W. S. (). 
H aitt driven by Fred Dagler, tied for 
third and fourth. 
Lottie B. finished 
fourth in both heats and W. S. 0. 
H aitt finished third and fifth. 
The 
latter colt belongs to Oneal Brothers. 
Although there was a field of six 
started in the three-vear-old pace, 
not as much of a contest developed 
as in the other two races. Charles V., 
a Charley H aitt colt and owned by 
John J. Veach of this city, had all 
the speed. 
Tommy Haitt, a half- 
brother of Charley V. crowded him 
considerably, but there never seemed 
to be any doubt but that Charley V.
